As you will remember, the Commission approved the indirect transfer of control of Water 
Service Corporation of Kentucky ("WSCK"), in Case No. 2012-00133. As a condition of the 
transfer, WSCK and its corporate affiliates, Corix Utilities (Illinois) LLC and Utilities, Inc., 
agreed to host annual public meetings in the cities of Middlesboro and Clinton, Kentucky to 
provide a forum for customers to communicate with utility management. 

WSCK has a rate case pending before the Commission (Case No. 2013-00237). Based 
on the current procedural schedule, an evidentiary hearing has been set for March 18, 2014, and 
it may be moved to April. Although there has been no indication whether the Commission will 
hold local public meetings related to the rate case, the Commission has held public meetings in 
Middlesboro and Clinton in WSCK's last two rate cases. If public meetings were to be held, we 
would anticipate that they would be held in March or early-April before the evidentiary hearing. 

In contemplating the scheduling of a public forum as envisioned by the agreement in the 
transfer case, it occurred to WSCK that the dominant focus of any meeting held by WSCK in 
Middlesboro and Clinton December 2013 would be the current rate case.

Although there has been no indication whether the Commission will 
hold local public meetings related to the rate case, the Commission has held public meetings in 
Middlesboro and Clinton in WSCK's last two rate cases. If public meetings were to be held, we 
would anticipate that they would be held in March or early-April before the evidentiary hearing. 

In contemplating the scheduling of a public forum as envisioned by the agreement in the 
transfer case, it occurred to WSCK that the dominant focus of any meeting held by WSCK in 
Middlesboro and Clinton December 2013 would be the current rate case. In order to avoid the 
economic inefficiency of holding two sets of meetings less than three months apart in which the 
focus of the meetings is the same, WSCK proposes to consolidate the meetings and hold one set 
of meetings. This would also allow other interested individuals, such as Commission Staff and 
representatives of the Attorney General's office, to hear the input from the customers without 
having to make a second trip from Frankfort.
